GERMANS IN LILLE'
iZE CITY’S FUNDS

German military authorities at Lille,
French Flanders, have agaim clashed
with the populace, this time over the
refusal ‘of Lille factories to make |
sacks for use by the Germans as sand
bags . for their defense works. |

Un;b!e to! procyre the sacks, the
German authdrities netified the mayor
that an amount equivalent to the out-
put of the Lille factories wouid be
manufactured in Germany and the
cost of production assessed against
the city. This was carried. out, not-
withstanding a vigorous protest. The
strongroom ' of the town was forced
open amnd 375,000 francs (375.000)
was deducted from the civic Munds.

In addition to this. 31,000.000 francs
of war taxes werc demanded. Pead-
ing the payment of this sum the Gor-
mans placed zeals on the banks. as
well as on the strongrooms of indivi-
' duals. as a guarantee that securities
{ would not be removed.

The Lille authorities ingisted that
this snm could not be met. where-
vpon the Germans suggested a com-

promise payment of 16,000,004 fraues. |

. A penalty of 100,000 francs a day was
imposed pending payment.
